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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments witli respect to claims 1-30 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification slnall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Regarding claim 18, the phrase "may be" in line 1 renders the 
claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed 
(those encompassed by "may be"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) 
unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Hence, the claim is being examined as best 
understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 -4, 6-1 4 and 1 8-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by US 5,418,983 (hereinafter Garguillo). 

Garguillo discloses a plug for cooperating with a waste outlet as claimed: 
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6. Claims 1, 2, 5, 7-14, 19-21 and 23-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by US 6,067,669 (liereinafter Peterson). 

Peterson discloses a plug for cooperating with a waste outlet as claimed: 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl^ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Garguillo or Peterson in view of US 3,428,295 (hereinafter Downey). 

Although the stem of the Garguillo or Peterson reference does not include a latch 
means and two biased portion that function in a single direction as claimed, attention is 
directed to the Downey reference which discloses an analogous plug apparatus which 
further includes a stem with a latch means and two biased portion that function in a 
single direction as claimed (see Fig. 2). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to employ, on the plug 
device of either Garguillo or Peterson, a stem as, for example, taught by Downey in 
order to provide operational efficiency (see col. 1 , line 25 et seq. of Downey). Doing so 
would result in applying a known technique to a known device ready for improvement to 
yield predictable results. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Goldberg and Donahue disclose other biasing plugs.
